2. It is recommended that the note on the cover be slightly 
reworded as follows:

"The content of this publication is unclassified 
and may be disseminated within or outside the 

Ue. S. Government as unclassified at the discretion 
of appropriate recipient officers. If such dise 
semination is made, however, the CONFIDENTIAL cover 
sheet must be detached and neither the Central 
Intelligence Agency nor the US Government be cited 
as the source of this work."
